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AUDITORS' REPORT. 



At a Mtetii^ of tie Corporation of Harvard CoUege, htld on the 
day ofDeeeaAer, 1828, the foUomng Report was read 
a»d aeetj^ted. 

To the PretideiU and FeUowt of Harvard CoUege. 

The Staodiog Committee, appointed on the 15th of May last to ex- 
amine the Books aod Accounts of the present Treasurer of the Col- 
lie, have examined the same from Feb. 1, 1837, when be entered 
on the duties of bis office, to August 31, 1828, the close of the last 
College year, and submit 

The Committee bare tbe Stodt, b^n- 

DiDg on tbe first page of a statement of all 

tbe bonds, notes, mortga; erty, which orip- 

Da% came to tbe bands of the Treasurer, to be accounted for accord- 
ing to bb receipt therefor gtren to a Committee of this Board ; and 
all subsequent entries in the Journal, showiog what he has received 
since that time. They have also called for all those bonds, notes, 
mortgages, certificates, and other evidences of property, and have, 
seen that every one is now in the possession of the Treasurer, or is 
AiQy accounted for in his books. They hare also noticed all pay- 
ments, both of principal and interest, indorsed on any one of tbe said 
bonds or notes, and seen that the amount 'so indorsed has been duly 
credited to the College. The Committee have also carefully exam- 
ined all notes, bonds, mortgages, and other securities for money m- 
vested by tbe present Treasurer, and take great pjessure in sayii^, 
that all bis mvestments are, in their opinion, very judiciously made and 
amply secured. 

They have in like manner examined all the entries of tbe Treasu- 
rer for moneys expended or in any way charged to tbe College, 
and haveibund them well vouched and supported. Such of those 
chains as are not supported' by counter entries in tbe books have 
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been proved by regular vouchers and receipts, with (he exception of a 
very Tew petty charges and expenses, which from their nature do not 
admit of that kind of evidence. 

The Committee have also seen that all the entries id the Journal 
are correctly transferred to the Leger, and that the accounts are right- 
ly cast and the balances carried forward to new accounts. And they 
have certified the above facts in the original Journal of the Treasurer. 

Some apparent diminution of the College Stock is occasioned by 
seBliog many old outstanding accounts, and reducing them from their 
nominal to their real value ; as, for example, the account of the Print- 
ing Office, that of Books, and that of the Sloop Harvard. Much of the 
Bank Stock, and unproductive real estate of the College has been 
sold, and the proceeds invested in notes, amply secured by mortgages, 
and beaiing interest, with a single exception, a( the rate of six per 
cent. p?r annum. 

The Committee cannot close this part of their report, without ex- 
pressing their deep sense of the great obligaUon which tha College is 
under to the Treasurer for the very accurate and regular manner in 
which the accounts li d for the singular care, diligence, 

and skill, displayed 1 investment of the funds, and in 

conducting all the fi if the College. 

The Committee at the Treasurer's request, the 

terms of sundry am 1 donations to the College, from 

which it appears th n might be placed under more 

appropriate heads in the Treasurer's books, than has heretofore been 
done. 

The legacy of Thomas Hutchinson in 1739, of £^0, was ^ven to 
the Professcv of Divinity for 15 years, and after that time to the gen- 
eral purposes of the College. It has hitherto remained amopg the 
appropriatuDs for Professors. It is the opinion of your Committee 
that it ought to be transferred to the account of College Stock. 

John Nugate's annui^ has been heretofore appropriated to Indigent 
Scholars. It appears from' the original deed, that k is g^vea for the 
general purposes of the College. The income of thia fiind ought to 
be carried to general account. 

Grants have for many years been made for the purposes of the 
Pennoyer fund to its full amount, and paid out of the general funds 
of the College, while that fund itself has been left to accumulate in 
the hands of the Treasurer and of the Agent in England. It seems 
to the Committee that the amount thus paid ought to be returned to 
the College, and that to this end the accumulated Pennoyer fiind 
ought to he transferred also to the credit of the Stock account. 
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Tlie legades of Thomas HoUis and Samuel Sbapleigh, being; both 
for the Library, without any limitatioo or restriction, might be coaveD- 
iently carried to one account, to be styled the Library Fund. 

The account of Exhibinons contains the donations of many indi- 
viduala for lbs bene&t of poor scholars. But many other donadons 
for the same purpose are still (kept under separate heads. With a 
view to promote order and simplicity in the Books, the Committee 
recommend that the following accounts, which are of the kbd just 
mentioned, be transferred to the account of Ezhibitioiis. 

Dorchester Land. 

Joanna Alford's Legacy. 

Thomas HoIUs's Donation. 

Mary lindall's Legacy. 

Nathaniel Hollis's Legacy.

A balance of one hundred dollars against Dr. John C. Warren "was 
transferred from the books of the former Treasurer. Your Com- 
mittee are of opinion that this charge is an error, and they therefore 
recommend that Dr. Warren be credited with one hundred dollars 
fnm salaries and grants ti 

The annuity from West ipriated, by act of 

the General Court, to the re permanent Tu- 

tors. As no such officer ge, this fund is of 

course left to accumulate. 

The Committee recommend that application be made to the Gene- 
ral Court for leave to apply this sum to lessen the expenses of educa- 
tim to all the Undergraduates, which appears to be the object for 
irtiich it was originally deugned. 
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
